Marquis of Salisbury said today he believed 


the free nations of the world would have rallied to the side 
of Britain if she had stood firm over Suez. 


The Marquis, 64, -was‘opening a debate in the 
House of Lords on the Conservative Government’s 
Suez policies.’ He was one of the most powerful 
figures in the Government until he resigned re- 
cently in protest at the release from exile of Arch- 
bishop Makarios, leader of the Cypriot Union- 


with-Greece Movement. 


Lord Salisbury said the 
decision “to .necept Nasser’s 
terms” on the Suez Canal might 
have the most far-eaching re- 
Percussions, 

Lord Sallsbury continued; “J 
have found it rather dimcult to 
nocept the suggestion that o 
partial boycott (of the Suez 
Ccnal) by cne or ‘two countries 
would have been completely 
valueless, The moral effect 
might have been very consider. 
able 

“By so doing, we should have 
regained what we bhuve lost— 
the moral leadership of the 
world,'a leadership ‘which the 
United = States’ seems rather 
iluctant to take up.”

The Government decided to 
change the law of murder after 
the House of “Lords had reject- 
ed a private member's bill to 
do away with hanging which 
had already been passed by the 
House of Commons, It broke the 
parliamentary deadlock with a 
compromise bill, which has now 
become law and which reduces 
‘the types of murder. which canry 
the death penalty 4o five. These 
include murder by shooting or 
“causing un explosion’ and 
murder of police or prison 
officem. 


Easy Time 


The execeulloner today has an 
casy time compared with his 
predocessons of long ago. In the 
relgn of King Henry VIUIIL 
(1500-1549), for example, about 
2,000 penons were executed 


-every year for theft and rob- 


‘bery alone, 


During that reign and in the 
next 200 years, visitors to Bri+ 
tain were amazed by the num- 
ber of public executions, which 
wero reganded ae much as public 
emertalnmem a8 a football 
match {s today. Large crowds 
gathered round the gallows and 
high prices were charged ‘for 
front seats.
